DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. . 

Claims 1 and 5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 57- 

132051 in view of JP 4-15122. 

JP 57-132051 shows a variable compression ratio engine comprising and axially shiftable 
cylinder block. However, the .manner in which the engine is mounted to a vehicle is not set forth. 
JP 4-15122 shows in figure 3 mounts 40, one for the crankcase 36 and the other for the 
transmission 39. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to mount the 
engine of JP'051 in the manner taught by JP'1 22 since none other is taught, even in a FWD 
vehicle. In regard to claims 5 and 6, the language is so functionally descriptive as to be met by 
any mount arrangement. In claim 9, lies within a predetermined range" is so broad as to be met 
by JP'122. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/27/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicants argue that there is no motivation to combine, that the desirability of 
the combination is lacking. Further, the absence of mounting structure is not sufficient 
motivation to combine. 

The examiner contends that all engines require mounting structure, and because JP'051 
lacks any teaching of what mounting structure to use, one of ordinary skill in the art would be 
forced to look elsewhere. There is nothing in the mounting arrangement of JP'122 that 
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precludes its use with a variable compression engine and while a fixed compression ratio 
engine is shown; and so, both references would suggest the combination. In addition, JP'122 
does indicate that the support structure for the engine would result in weight savings.
